MARCEN was a fledgelinq organization in November 1°?^, Having just mailed out its 
first journal and was the recipient of much mail from interested and curious persons, 
little did we know, when we answered an inquiry with a lot of questions about our motivat¬ 
ion and goals that we would be handed the ufological story or hoax of all times. 

After exchanging three letters with a gentleman in Tennessee, we received from him a 
letter in mid December 1?7 0 ' that came with an PxlO glossy print of a lot of debris and 
the charred remains of some type of body. The accompanying letter extolled our virtues 
that thevVriter approved of and complained of the shortcomings of other organizations. 

Most cryptically, the letter contained a challenge to identify the contents of the photo. 

V'e promptly fired off a letter giving our nuess that it showed the remains o f a 
light aircraft crash and its burned pilot. The response came in ear f 1y January 19 7 9 in 
the form of a three page, typed-single spaced letter detailing a fantastic odyssey of a 
young Navy photographer flown to Mexico in 1?A8 as part of a team to document' the crash 
of a 90-foot diameter "flying saucer" and its dead pilot. A fantastic adventure unfold¬ 
ed in those three pages ending with the writers concern for his own security sirce he was 
still ir. the service and fearful of prosecution for breaches of security. 

V'e responded with our assurances of anonymity for the source and expressed our doubt 
that he would ever be prosecuted. 

In mid-March 1979 we receivec another three-page letter reiterating his concerns over 
prosecution, detailing the episode in more details, and givinn us personal data upon which 
to check out his credentials. 

For the next several months, we proceeded to check into the man’s background and 
everything checked out exactly as he had said. 

We kept the print lyinc around MARCFN offices and periodically shewed it to visitors 
and asked their opinion of its contents without revealing what it purported to show. No 
one was very impressed with the photo, not even the few to whom we revealed what it was 
supposed to be. Most were disappointed that the debris locked earthly but no one could 
describe what unearthly debris should look like. 

By October 1879 we told the source what we had learned and signed an agreement to 
keep his identity secret. 

In the meantime, we had microscopic and microdensitometer tests made on the print 
and found no evidence of double exposure or pasteup photography. 

By the end of November 1?79, the source responded by sending us the negative from, 
which the print was made and an acceptance of cur agreement, l/e had agreed that we would 
use a osuedonym in corresponding with the source to further protect his identity in case 
MARCEN’s internal security was breached. 

In early 19?0 we made the other members cf the organizing committee of the Coalition 
of Concerned U f ologists aware of our possession and sent them Xerox copies o^ the print 
while we had the negative analyzed by Kodak and other 1aboratories. 

The conclusion o f Eastman Kodak, which we initially f elt was of dubious value because 
of the methodology used, pointed to a negative processed at least 2>0 years previously. 

M icrodensitometer traces of the negative showed us that no deliberate hoaxing had been 
done, at least photographic]^, in the oroduction of the negative. 

In May 19 Q 0 the source sent us the second negative showing the body lying in vege¬ 
tation on a hillside. By now we had begun believing this fantastic story, at least 
partially and asked for more details and his Permission to make the photos and part of 
the story public as a joint release of the coalition. 

In August I 98 C the source gave his permission and warned of the possible conseo- 
uences of such a release. Little did he know or visualize the explosion that would really 
come or who would detonate it. 

The coalition organizers recognized the significance of the story and decided that 
the best course would be to release the pictures to the public. It was honed that this 
action would give everyone a chance to see the photos sc that if they were a hoax or mis- 
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identificarion, someone would be able to set us straight, it was also honed that the pub¬ 
lication of the photos would encourage others with evidence they may have been hoarding to 
come forward. 


Prints were made from the negatives and the actual negatives were submitted to Ground 
Saucer Match for extensive computer analysis. Just prior to the coalition organizationa1 
meeting on August 22, the photos were released to the Associated Press in two areas and 
numerous newspapers and broadcast stations. The next several weeks were bedlam as the media 
clamored for more information and the coalition officers were kept busy with radio and 
television interviews. 

All of the public attention over the photos was expected to generate jealousy from 
other segments of the ufological community who were pushed out of the limelight. It reared 
its head in the form of condemnation, snubbing and outright lies and character assassination 
of the coalition members involved and the entire Coalition of Concerned Ufologists. 

Ninety days later the hullabaloo had not abated as the wrath of the u f ological hierarchy 
intensified when various tabloids publicized the photos and story. 

Mas it worth all of the hassle we were subjected to and what do we think of the photos 
and story now? 

Universally condemned as hoaxes by skeptics and establishment ufologists alike, the 
photos remain unidentified. No legitimate explanation has emeroed and not even a plausible 
theory that can hold up. There has been no lack of attempts at explaining away the veracity 
of the photos but none have even held up more than a week. 

It has been suggested that the photographer was duped when he took the photos and was 
told it was a UFO to cover up some sinister testing failure of the U.S. Government. I cannot 
buy that theory any more than I can accept that anyone would perpetrate a hoax in 1?^8 and 
wait three decades to spring it on the public. It has also been sugoested that some members 
of the coalition were responsible for the photos but the problem here is that since the 
age of the photos was so old(also confirmed by CSV/) the ages of these coalition members 
would have ranged from not born to nine years old. Ve don't think sc... 

No I personally believe that these photos and the story surrounding them are either 
completely authentic as told by cur source or it is a complete hoax perpetrated in a sop¬ 
histicated manner that has thus far defied detection and for reasons thus far unknown. 

There are problems with the case that we have just learned as this report was being 
printed. In an attempt to convince the source to release more of the AO more negatives he 

says he has, we sent a rep resentative to the current address to which we have been commun¬ 

icating with him in San Antonio, Tx. only to learn he did not live there but was known. 

l/e have since learned that this was a mail dr;op used by the source to protect his 
actual identity even from us and that the name we knew him by and checked out was actually 
the name of another member of the photographic team that supposedly documented the UFO 
crash and who has since died. 

Me received another call from the source and he stated that he will be in Washington, 

O.C. on Thanksgiving and will meet with us and will reveal and prove his true identity and 

will bring more of his negatives. 

Me know we are dealing with presumably career military man very fearful of prosecution 
for his transqressions in this affair who is doinn his best to remain anonymous and who has 
presented us with a story and supporting evidence that has not been disproven yet no matter 
how hard anyone has tried. When the final verdict is in, we will make it known to the entire 
ufological field. Until then we can only say that we strongly believe but honestly do not 
know.

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THE DETAILED STORY OF THE UFO CRASH OF JULY 7th 1948 

AND OF THE EVENTS THAT LED UP TO THE TAKING OF THE ALIEN 

BODY PHOTOS 


The following material has been taken from actual letters from our source sent to 
Wlliard McIntyre of The Mutual Anomaly Research And Evaluation Network. The 
letters date from December 11th 1978 to August 2nd 1980. Nothing has been done 
to distort what the actual letters have to say, although some material has been 
edited in order to protect the identification of certain people mentioned and to pre¬ 
sent a coherent flow of the correct sequence of events that took place. 

At the time this Ufo incident took place our source was ■pMrtHBBi 
SS3S& photographer assigned at White Sands New Mexico. Most of his time was spent 
photographing and documenting fatigue and stress results on various metallic alloys 
after a variety of shock distresses. Before July 7th 1 948, the most exciting part 
of his duty was sporadic visits to the atomic test sites to document various after¬ 
effects of the blasts. 

Our source had heard that at approximately 1 322 hours, the DEW line early 
warning radar was tracking an object moving at speeds in excess of 2,000 mph when 
it crossed into Washington state flying south by southeast. Attempts by our inter¬ 
ceptors to identify it resulted only in seeing a metallic streak go by. Apparently the 
the airwaves were filled with talk of the object because two fighter pilots operating 
out of Dias Air Base in Texas heard the flight path of the bogey and got themselves 
into position over Albequerque, New Mexico to attempt to either intercept it or to 
identify it. 

As the ufo approached the two F-94s it was about 2,000 feet above their 
altitude of 9,000 feet and it made a 90 degree turn without slowing down and headed 
east over Texas. This maneuver took place at approximately 1401 hours. Other pilots 
in the new flight path reported that the object seemed to be slowing down and was 
wobbling in flight. Several radar units tracking the object reported that it had slow¬ 
ed to a speed of approximately 90 mph by 1413 hours and by 1429 hours it had dis¬ 
appeared from all of the radar screens. 

Using triangulation from all of the radar stations, it was determined that the 
object either landed or crashed in Mexico in the state of Nuevo Leon at a point midway 
between Nuevo Laredo and The Sabinas River, approximately 30 miles south of Laredo 
Texas. 


RECOVERY TEAMS ARE SENT TO THE LOCATION 


The Mexican military authorities were notified of this incident and the U.S. 
Army and Air Force units were rushed to the site and arrived there at about 1830 
hours. Commander Smith (real name on file), a Naval Intelligence officer was in 
Mexico City when he heard of the crash and went to the scene with Mexican authorities, 
arriving about 2010 hours. After surveying the site, he apparently called his super¬ 
iors in Washington or wherever because at 2050 hours our source's team received a 
call to prepare a photographic team to be airlifted to the site. They were told they 
were going to the site of a top secret airplane crash. 

At 2130 hours they were picked up by a U.S. Army L-19 Bird Dog and it was 
rather uncomfortable cramming five of them and their bulky equipment into that plane. 
They landed in Del Rio, Texas around midnight to refuel and then arrived at the site 
about 021 5 hours. 
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As they circled the site before landing, they saw the remains of the frame 
and structure of an apparently disc shaped craft still smouldering and smoking some 
12 hours after it had crashed. The crash site was a deserted valley surrounded by 
heavily vegetated hills rising a few hundred feet on three sides. 

They landed at a makeshift runway about half a mile from the crash site and 
were immediately taken to the site by U.S. Army trucks. Commander Smith had 
apparently been given command or at least as far as their mission, and told them to 
photograph everything in as much detail as possible. 

WHAT THEY OBSERVED AND PHOTOGRAPHED 
I Details of the object : 

What they observed and photographed was an unearthly shaped craft made 
up of earthly looking debris. The basic structure looked as if it could have been 
built by earthly hands. Things were badly burned by the time they got to the site, 
but they noticed a complete absence of any type of wiring, rubber, glass, plastics, 
wood, or paper products. 

Our source noticed what was some supportive structures, which were held 
together by what appeared to be conventional bolts but when the mechanics attempted 
to unscrew them with wrenches, they would not turn at all. They had to be eventually 
chiseled off and the metal was very hard. The Army was using carbide and diamond 
drills and diamond saws for the final disassembly. There appeared to be two kinds of 
metal involved. The first and most abundant could not be cut by the oxy-acetylene 
cutting torches brought in. The second immediately began burning when the cutting 
torches were used on it. 

The structural skin of the craft was apparently blown away in the explosion 
when the device crashed as the whole valley was littered with fragments of what appear¬ 
ed to be foil , very much like our cigarette packages, only much harder. You could 
not bend the material. Before anyone could leave the site, the MPs searched them and 
confiscated all fragments that had been collected. 

As best the source could ascertain, the craft was nearly perfectly circular 
and was about 90 feet in diameter and about 2 8 feet in thickness at the center and 
tapering off to about 5 feet thick at the perimeter. 

There appeared to be five or six levels in the center of the craft and they 
were told some sort of instrumentation and machinery were removed before they had 
arrived. No propulsion system or mechanism was apparent to the source. 

I Details of the body; 

There was only one body, and it was badly burned at that, still in the 
structure. Our source photographed it in place in the structure as best he could 
with the intense heat from the still smouldering structure and the burning hot sand. 
After they had taken photos of the entire scene and attempted to use multiple flash 
guns and a tripod to record the overall scene from a nearby hillside, the Air Force 
crash and rescue firemen on the scene dragged the body from the craft and put it on 
a nearby bank so they could photograph it away from the intense heat. 

During their briefing, before photographic work began, one of the team 
members asked what this was and where it came from. Commander Smith told him 
not to* ask. An Army captain who assisted them said the little fellow we were photo¬ 
graphing did not come from this Earth. 
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I am certainly not qualified as a researcher/writer to analysis these photos, 
these bodies, medically or photographically. I must rely on people with expertise in 
their area, and I will. I do have their co-operation on a rather extensive basis. I 
will certainly share whatever I can with you, everybody is waiting for my response. 

There is soft tissue in the brain area of these photos, therefore this creature 
must use it's brain. The brain would then have to have been in touch with the hand 
controls. With information from all my sources, that the beings have only four fingers 
and no thumbs, with a webbing effect. I have the photo showing the claw-like hand, 
indicating it operates on a swival, and got into a discussion - that, with some 
anatomists, and some medical people when I first showed the photos selectively in 
Houston (MUFON 1980 Convention) to some NASA scientists and some doctors there. 

The comment was on the hand photograph, that this showed great interest. 

One doctor, prominent in cancer research said, my god, this thing operates on a 
swivai and it's obvious there is nc^bone structure. The wrist operates on a 350 degree 
swival, I've been told, but it may 180 degrees.

We have another picture - more striking. What we are seeing here is the infra¬ 
red technique, but you do get a clear picture here of the glass case, and the two beakers 
with the supposed liquid nitrogen emerging from the beakers near the head, it also shows 
the left and right piping leading to the glass. 

We can come back and say, well this has all been faked, because a magazine 
has picked this up and used it for some reason. Well, I'm well aware of all that too. I 
have some information on that right now, with contacts in certain areas of the intelligence 
community which I won't go into right now. 

What is it? Is it a life form of some kind? I do know, I was told that the back 
of photographs were marked top secret, they were taken at Wright Patterson Field, 
and the photos were gotten from an intelligence person in the intelligence community. 

It is known by all the members of the intelligence community that I have these pictures 
and that I am making intensive studies.

One more slide - A close up of the chest and abdomen leading into the legs, 
and there it shows a little clearer, some of the organs, the vascular rich organs in the 
body.

It was decided 
by people in this area of expertise that these photos were taken by a special infra¬ 
red technigue such that would possibly determine the internal anatomy, the vascular 
rich organs such as lungs, spleen, liver, heart, and possibly major arteries and 
veins. In other words what I have here based on information, what I have is a human¬ 
oid, with many organs as we have , and also organs we don't have, so we are talk¬ 
ing about a humanoid. 

Some very striking things were revealed to me in this photographic analysis, 
that I was not aware of. I will try and point this out to you as the photographs are 
shown. 


In the original photographs I have received, everything is reversed and was 
much clearer. But through the technigues we used to show certain things, this is 
the way it came out, and these are not the best of pictures. 

But anyway, I would like to point out that what you see here is the hypothetical 
glass casement structure used, again, allegededly at Wright Patterson Air Force Base, 
where these pictures were supposed to have been taken. 

Up in this region, not clear in this particular photo, there are two beakers 
issuing out, liquid nitrogen, these are up near the head. This is the superstructure 
of the body, this is the head region, the torso, the chest region running to the 
abdomen, long arms reaching down and so forth. 

Next slide... When I reproduce these photographs they will be much clearer. 
Along this side of the glass casement are refrigeration units leading into the unit 
etc. 


Question from the audience: Were these photos given to you in this "negative" 
format? No, they were given to me in the opposite. We turned around positve/netjjative 
and negative/pos^ive in order to get this to show certain master regions in the body 
where we were certain organs were showing, again I point out lungs, and the spleen, 
and other areas. 

Question from the audience: What are those projections on the left hand side, 
may I ask, four or five of them shown? These are units shown in other photos I have 
showing much more extensive work, the pipe units leading into the glass case. Again, 
what you see along the contour of the body are the so-called down-drafts. 

The body there, I am told, regardless of the Statfs Quo of the photographs, 
the body it^.self is genuine, I've been told. That must give us something to work on 
because I have a number of people I have saw, who are in the know, who will hope¬ 
fully work with me further in establishing that this entity is for real. 

In time I hope to be able to publish some of this information to give you a better 
picture. I do feel obligated to show you some of it, I am not hiding this material, but 
it does require extensive analysis. Indeed we are going through this currently. 

Question from the audience: Len, is the head it*%Iself being seen in profile? 
Your^seeing it head on, looking right into it. What yoiire_seeing in the darker areas 
is the soft tissue, and then the other non-vascular areas. 

Question from the audience: Can you describe the features, in general, in 
other words the arms are a little longer then normal, the skin color etc? Yes, the 
body which you woulcCr)t notice in the photographs, but I know from a number of 
sources who are inclined to have seen the bodies indicate there are various tones of 
grey from ash to deep grey. 


Some of the bodies have been burned to different degrees, therefore they 
would show up from a beige to a dark brown. 

I've also seen from my source which I do not have in my possession, and this 
gives them credibly, to some degree, to the photographs. I've seen two dismembered 
bodies in the same casement, same conditions, which were hardly photogentic. What 
I mean is they were the type of thing which you just would not show in a magazine 
or anywhere, to get across a point that we were talking about extraterrestrial aliens. 
These I found to be more convincing then really the ones that show the entire body 
because why would they take something that looks so utterly messy to prove some¬ 
thing. I have seen those photographs, it does show the leg (a few words after this 
we are not able to make out on the tape), and the central part of the body is a bunch 
of miss-mess which is the charjed and dis-membered section. I have seen those in a 
trip I made when I first saw the photographs, but those were not turned over to me 
for use because they were not sufficient enough to use. 

Lets see another photograph - I am trying to get something that will show the 
vascular region. These bodies are of a different type, they are humanoid. The head is 
nojt huge as I have indicated in my drawings, or on information from other sources. 
This one is more humanoid. Anomalies in the facial features are that there is no hair, 
no ears, the eyes are large and sunken. There is a slit for the mouth, which really 
leads to nowhere, to a membrane cavity. The shoulders in this type, which I will 
have to call Type 2, are more broad shouldered, a little more muscular then the other 
types. 


Information that I have received, and those shown here tonight are .eight 
photoglyphs I have received showing the body in different positions in different 
circumstances in the same glass casement. 

I also have a photograph which I did not bring with me for certain reasons 
which show a close-up of the claw-like hand with a sort of swivel effect at the wrist, 
leading into the rib#cage. 

Another photograph - again the special technique of infra-red photography, 
there you see the lung region, in the chest leading into the left and right area of 
the heart, etc, and down south of that is the spleen and lower, which would be vas¬ 
cular and also show up under infra-red photography. You see the black regions there, 
the arms there, and the arteries and veins, and also a portion of the neck region, 
and of the head. 

The head is not quite that ugly, it is only because of reverse photography. 
When you get into * specialized photography, I'm not a photographer, I've never 
claimed any expertise in this area, there are those that can, I can tell you this, there 
is a study going on right now, a rather intensive study being conducted for me, by 
people in this area that are really going to know about the anatomy. 

My source claims if everything works well with these, that there will be other 
photographs forwarded to me which are in color and shows much more vivid detail, 
and all I can do is hope this will happen, and that I can someday share these with you 
when I receive them. 

Regarding my source, I know of other material the man has which is rather en¬ 
lightening and in time with his permission I will publish in my next paper, maybe pub¬ 
lished next spring. But in the meantime, I can guarantee you that every possible 
study will be made on what photos I do have available and those that may reach me in 
the future. 
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Here is a transcription of parts of Len Stringfield's talk before The Cleveland Ufology 
Project on Sept-20th-1980. His subject was "What I Can't Talk About: Fact: Bodies 
of Ufo Occupants Are In Liquid Nitrogen Yet This Is Above Top Secret." From read¬ 
ing this report you would now be aware of the fact that Mr. Stringfield is referring 
to alien body photos now positively identified as being from Ancient Astronauts Mag¬ 
azine November 1977 issue. It is important to note how he goes about presenting this 
case and the claims he makes, in the light of the other documented material we have 
presented to you in this report. There is no violation of privacy in presenting this 
material to you, as The Cleveland Ufology Project was open to the public and not a 
private affair. At no time was anyone requested not to tape record the meeting. In 
the fact that there has been no distortion and the transcription is completely authentic 
we feel researchers must have this information available to them so they may read 
what we are dealing with and proof of the actual claims Mr. Stringfield is making, 
in regards to his having alien body photos in his possession. 

After stating the photos were not his, and that he received them after many 
months of negotiations, he goes on to show his alien body photos in the form of slides. 

Mr. Stringfield speaking... I am working now through seven sectors, right 
now, professional people, to ascertain their validity. The photos were obtained 
through, first of all, an intermediate who was aware of them and aiot of other informat¬ 
ion this source claims to have. He has a number of photographs, some of them, I 
understand are much much better then the one's I have received. Hopefully if I do 
everything right, whatever that may be, I may get more, which may be of a more 
telling nature. 

One area in researching these photographs, first of all, I want to say, what 
you are about to see is one area of my, our research. This information comes to me 
from people in an area of expertise, that know what they are doing, and are doing 
everything they can to help me establish their validity. I have also heard from two 
sources, very high-up people, in the position to know, that the photographs are 
genuine, that is the subject matter, the subject matter, I want to stress that, in the 
photographs is real. They could make no claims about the photographs themselves, 
the various ways these photographs had been steered to other areas for use to offset 
their use in the event they are used. This is another reason why I have to be so care¬ 
ful in using or referring to these photographs at this time. 

Hopefully if I ever do another paper, in the next few months, I hope to come 
out with everything I can gather from all these sectors and publish them. Whether 
the photographs are bonafide or otherwise. 

It is my feeling at this time that the subject matter of these photographs 
that you will see is bonafide, but it remains to be proven. 

The photos which you will see, which I have received, shows a black-toned 
body with a luminescent light area over the entire body. Experts who have reviewed 
this felt this was sort of anomalous, this is real unusual, something's wrong, it's not 
right. 


A lot of consideration went into this and this is why I came up here from the 
back room while drinking coffee. I noticed some things I wanted to read to you to 
make sure I was saying them correctly. 

The photos received show a black-toned body with luminescent high-lighted 
areas over the entire body. This indicated that the photos we are seeing serves a 
special service and the real purpose is that the photos would have to be seen in re¬ 
verse. In other words, what we would like to see, it would have to be reversed.

INTRODUCTION TO PART TWO: 


OTHER "ALIEN" BODY PHOTOS REPORTED TO SHOW A CREATURE STORED IN LIQUID 
NITROGEN AT WRIGHT PATTERSON AIR FORCE BASE. 


Recently a lot of talk and speculation has centered around the fact that Len 
Stringfield recently announced from the speakers stand at the 1 980 MUFON Symposium 
in Texas, that he had brought eight photographs showing a preserved body in a glass 
box, reported to be a dead alien creature in storage at Wright Patterson Air Force 
Base. 


This statement caused a!ot of press coverage and interest in the ufo field, even 
though Mr. Stringfield was not willing at that time to present the photos in question to 
the public or the news media. 

Many ufologists were wondering, and still are wondering, what these photos are, 
and the story behind them. 

Coalition members were asked many times for some sort of clarification on this 
matter, as there was not anything clear or definitive coming from Mr. Stringfield or 
from MUFON (Mutual Ufo Network). 

In a recent review in the MUFON Journal (#149 July 1980) concerning the sym¬ 
posium and Mr. Stringfield, the publication failed to reveal many details that would have 
stopped much of the confusion. One startling fact was the journal mearly alluded to 
the fact that "one of the photos had appeared in a sensational context in two popular 
magazines in a manner that tends to cast doubt on them. His source, who denies respon¬ 
sibility, has suggested a plausible explanation on how the photo may have leaked out. 
Nothing definite has been established one way or the other." 

In reality the publications alluded to are Ancient Astronaut Magazine, and Official 
Ufo Magazine. These publications long ago lost all support by serious ufologists. 

Recently one photo of Stringfield's appeared in a publication called Ufo Sightings 
(July 1980) which in reality is a mutation of Official Ufo and published by the same 
publishers, having the same staff. 

The photos Stringfield has originally appeared in Ancient Astronauts Magazine, 

Nov 1977 issue, under the title "Exclusive Proof Positive: Space Alien Discovered Be¬ 
neath The Empire State Building" 

According to Tim Beckley of New York City, these were nothing more then "models" 
made by a Larry K. Barnes who now runs a company called Barnes Graphics. They 
were never to be taken seriously and fit well into the sensational and silly story lines 
these publications were pushing on an unaware public. 

Along the same time Larry K. Barnes surfaced in the Ancient Astronauts Magazine, 
Jan 1978 issue in an article titled Contemporary Man Reconstructs Atlantean Technology. 
This article featured numerous models done by Barnes showing ceramic heads and other 
model reconstructions incorporated into a totally "unsubstantiated" article. 

Also in the same magazine, full blown on the cover was a color photo of a "mummified" 
water breathing alien discovered in the Chicago sewer system. 




Larry K. Barnes, now calling himself a "doctor" professor doing biological re¬ 
search for a college in Chicago, examined the so-called alien from the Chicago sewer 
system. Based on his "research" he constructed various ceramic models of different 
types of creatures which he said he now knows are living beneath the surface of the 
earth. Several of these pictures were reproduced in the article. 

Once again, there was absolutely no documentation in this article and the "college" 
L.K. Barnes worked at was not identified. 

Dr. L. K. Barnes, later appeared in the pages of Ancient Astronaut Magazine 
again, this time to promote a 2 ft by 3 ft full color reproduction of the "alien creature" 
discovered under the Empire State Building . 

"Dr" Barnes, who now was claiming to be in telepathic contact with ancient 
Atlanteans via the Vortex of knowledge, claimed he would reveal the origin of this earth 
shaking find in the next issue of Ancient Astronauts. He never did so. 

No serious ufologist took any of this seriously at the time and considered it a 
terrible situation for ufology for this sort of garbage to be appearing in the ufo field. 

It is very apparent that due to the limited association L.K. Barnes had with these 
magazines, that he was involved and very active in building models and presenting them 
as fact in the pages of these publications. 

When serious ufologists were informed of all this, they were amazed that someone 
like Mr. Stringfield, respected in the ufo field, had even taken the time to consider any 
of this junk as "serious". 

Even though at the time of this writing, we do not know for sure who in reality 
Mr. Stringfield's contact is , and who is feeding him these pictures, we feel it is not 
important. Whoever he or she is, L.K. Barnes, Robert Barry or someone else they are 
doing a good job of confusing the various ufologists associated with the case. 

There has been no reason why these pictures appeared in these magazines, but 
various "cover" stories are now being created to justify the situation. 

One "cover story" is that these pictures were "leaked" to these publications in 
some way, so as to present them in a silly light, in order to cause problems for anyone 
wanting to use these pictures in a serious way. We say to that, bull! This is not at all 
consistent with the various articles presented by the model builder. 

It is bad enough these publications exist at all, and to add credibilty to them by 
noted ufologists is a very dangerous thing to do! 

Ann Druffel writing in the Mufon Journal (#120 Nov 1977) commenting on another 
recent hoax by the magazine said " It has become plain that information published in 
Official Ufo is untrustworthy and that the magazine no longer deserves the support of 
ufologists. In view of it's widespread popularity, however, we wonder how many more 
hoax articles must be printed before the unworthiness of the magazine is universally re¬ 
cognized ." 

Ann Druffel asked that question in 1977, and we the coalition members ask it again! 

So, now almost four years after publication in Ancient Astronauts Magazines, these 
photos are now being pushed by noted ufologists in the ufo field as real! We can only 
wonder, why, and are assuming some people are having a good laugh over this latest 
round of silly stuff to further confuse and discredit the field of ufology! 
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COALITION MEMBERS CONFRONT GOSSIP AND DISTORTION BY UFOLOGISTS 


After the release of the "alien" body photos to the public, coalition members 
Dennis Pilichis and Charles Wilhelm began hearing confirmed stories from other re¬ 
searchers in the ufo field that members of the ufological hierarchy were saying our 
photos were a hoax. They were informed that something regarding our photos was go¬ 
ing to take place at a local gathering of The Cleveland Ufology Project meeting in Cleve¬ 
land Ohio the night of September 20th 1 980. 

Pilichis and Wilhelm felt these stories were rather strange in that none of 
these " researchers" had once bothered to correspond with them to find out more details 
on the authenticity of the case in question. 

After learning that Mr. Len Stringfield was involved in this sort of game play¬ 
ing and distortion of the facts, Mr. Pilichis and Mr. Wilhelm decided to attend the ufo 
meeting in Cleveland Ohio to confront Mr. Stringfield with the "allegations" they had 
been hearing. 

Mr. Stringfield was attending the local ufo meeting to speak on his alien body 
photos [for a complete report on this please see the second part of this study] 

When asked if he was indeed claiming our photos were a hoax and not authentic, 
Mr. Stringfield said he was not doing so, and would not do so, as he knew very little 
about our alien body photo case and could not make any sort of judgement as to their 
authenticity. 

Later that evening after the meeting, the subject of Williard McIntyre came up. 
Mr. Pilichis and Mr. Wilhelm told Mr. Stringfield they were very aware of the fact that 
certain "unreliable" people were saying things about Mr. McIntyre, and that they had 
very questionable motives for doing so. 

Mr. Stringfield said he really knew nothing about Mr. McIntyre and alluded 
to "east coast contacts" telling him things. Mr. Stringfield did say he was interested in 
checking into Mr. McIntyre in a kind way as to not hurt his standing or reputation. 

We might add that Mr. Pilichis and Mr. Wilhelm attended the local ufo meeting 
also in order to see Stringfield's photos and to be able to clearly identify them. They 
had their suspicions the^f his photos were the ridiculous "alien creature photos taken 
under the Empire State Building" which appeared in the past issue of the totally un¬ 
reliable Ancient Astronauts Magazine. When Len's slides came on the screen, they were 
shocked to learn their worse fears were confirmed. These were indeed the same pictures! 

A complete report follows in these pages on Mr. Stringfield's pictures. 

We now ask you to read the following material taken from a broadcast over the 
MUFON AMATEUR RADIO NETWORK On Saturday September 13th, 1980, a week before 
the above mentioned Cleveland Ufology Project meeting, which took place on Sept-^Sth- 
1980. 


The broadcast was made by David Dobbs a Cincinnati resident and science 
writer, also a very close friend of Len Stringfield's. Mr. Pilichis wrote Mr. Dobbs a 
letter on Nov-4th-1980 concerning this broadcast he made, and to the date of publication 
of this report, he has not received any sort of reply. 

We might add here that at n£ time did any MUFON representative contact 
either Mr. Pilichis, Mr. McIntyre, or Mr. Wilhelm in regards to the alien body photos, 
the actual backround of the case, or other factors involved, before issuing this informat¬ 
ion out over the radio airwaves. This is not the way so-called respectable researchers 
should be acting.

Note the following transcript of that MUFON Radio Broadcast on Sept 13th 
1980. [The actual tape recording of this broadcast is on file] : 

" Len has information that the photographs which were published locally here 
and were seen on television in Cincinnati and Dayton which was publized by Charles 
Wilhelm our local MUFON representative. 

Len's information is that these pictures are not authentic but they originated 
with a doctor, so called doctor McIntyre in the Washington t).C. area, who apparently 
does not have a too good a reputation for veracity. 

I did have an opportunity to study the photographs, the one photograph in 
detail as it was published in an Ohio newspaper, and what is proported to be the head, 
was absolutely round, it had no structure whatever, it looked like a ball that had been 
thrown into a fire and the paint had charred and sort of bubbled, as I say, it was com¬ 
pletely round and when you could look at the picture for sometime, not for a second on 
television it did^nt have too good an appearance. I certainly was not impressed with it 
myself. 


There has been no follow-up or any further publicity on these pictures and.. 

[ at this point in the taped broadcast there is strong interference and the remaining 
part of the sentence is not understandable] 

In brief to summarize the news we had here this morning, other than the photo¬ 
graphs which Len Stringfield has which he showed at the MUFON Symposium, they now 
appear to be perhaps infra-red photographs designed to show some of the bone structure. 
The rotary joints and the nature of the bone structure has been verified by his medical 
authorities, they are not familiar with the photographs but they did say the bone 
structure is authentic, so he feels that he is accumulating evidence that this is an 
authentic photo set and feels that other sets may be being released and planted in order 
to discount them, it's a possibility anyway..." END OF BROADCAST. 

So, it all began to make a[l°t of sense to coalition members what was really 
taking place here! To add more to the confusion and to create a more sinister flavor 
to the situation, it appears Mr. Stringfield feels our photos were released in order to 
discredit his. We take great offense to this statement as we have had our photos since 
late 1 978, and our release has nothing whatsoever to do with his photos. In the first 
place, his photos don't need any outside help in discrediting themselves, as our complete 
report clearly details! 

To add insult to injury, Mr. Stringfield is now denying he made the above 
statements to David Dobbs, and when brought up refers to them as "alleged" comments! 

We have a direct copy of the broadcast and have no problem in authenticating the actual 
tape recording. 

We are very concerned over Stringfield's "east coast contacts" as he called 
them, as we know for a fact he has been in touch with one totally unreliable individual 
who has long-ago established a reputation in the ufo field as an antagonist and trouble¬ 
maker, and is directly responsible for spreading false material to other ufologists in order 
to cause conflict. 
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Could a rocket have been launched from somewhere else and landed at the crash 
site? "No," said Dr. Kennedy' "All of the V2s were launched at White Sands, New Mexico 
except for two tested at Cape Canaveral, Florida and two fired from the deck of the air¬ 
craft carrier U.S.S. Midway, and all far out of range. 

Also very bothersome in the CSW analysis and report is the accompanying page 
of photos that GSW xeroxed from some unidentified source to try and bolster the monkey 
theory. These three photos may have been from three different sources and some may 
have had nothing to do with V2s since there is no documentation to check. 

On the whole, the CSW analysis and report tend to enhance the veracity of 
these photos being of an alien creature. It confirms the age of the negatives and the fact 
that no hanky panky took place in the photography or in manipulating the negatives. 

We are not bothered that earthly geometric shapes appear in the photos. Do not the same 
laws of geometry apply throughout the universe? Are science and manufacturing abilities 
unique only to an intelligence on Earth? 

The similiarity between the creature photographed and a Chimpanzee or Orang¬ 
utan bears out the eyewitness accounts of many encounters with reported aliens under 
five feet tall with large heads and long arms. 

If in fact a UFO with an unearthly alien did crash in Mexico on July 7, 1948, 
we would expect the body of the pilot to resemble the reports of other aliens encountered 
and not look like an elephant or something totally bizarre. 

In summary, we believe the issue of a V2 rocket with a monkey has been put 
to rest and is not the subject of the aforementioned photographs. 

POSTSCRIPT TO THE COALITION RESPONSE TO THE CSW ANALYSIS: 

In reading the complete GSW report, reproduced in this Alien Body Photo 
Report, it clearly indicates that CSW felt "rocket" experiments had taken place and that 
this sort of technology was repsonsible for these "crashed saucer reports" There was 
never at any time any sort of mention whatsoever of "flying discs" or "circular aircraft" 
involvement. 

A newsclipping has come to our attention relating to a special investigation 
CSW is now involved in. The clipping is dated September 21 , 1980 from the Mesa Arizona 
Tribune. It says in part: 

" Spaulding and other members of GSW currently are investigating reports of 
three crashes near RosSwell N.M., and Laredo and El Paso, Texas, of circular surfaced 
aircraft - "flying discs" that reportedly are super secret U.S. military projects. 

They reason they have been hushed is because it's political. We intend to re¬ 
veal the whole story in December with names and everything because the public has a 
right to know. Manipulation and suppression of known ufo data by government agencies 
has created misinformation that is mispleading the public." 

So, apparently now we are dealing with "flying discs"! Are we led to believe 
that monkeys are driving around complicated hover-craft objects? 

We are rather puzzled by the shift in word terminology from rocket firings 
monkeys, V2s, pre-space development, cross-state firings etc etc, to Flying discs, 
circular aircraft, and super secret U.S. military experiments.

COALITION RESPONSE TO THE GROUND SAUCER WATCH ANALYSIS 


While the first reading of the Ground Saucer Watch [GSW] analysis of the 
alleged alien body negatives appears to cast doubt on their authenticity as actual photos 
of an alien, in reality the analysis strengthens the veracity of the testimony of their 
contents. 


We know from the GSW analysis and from those done by other laboratories that 
the negatives were processed about 30 years ago and definitely within the time span of 
1947 to 1 953. This alone casts doubt on someone waiting 30 years to spring a hoax per¬ 
petrated three decades ago. 

GSW's unique finding of rigor mortis calculated at 12 hours after death confirms 
exactly the source's testimony of the time lapse between the crash and when the photos 
were taken. GSW was not given this information prior to the analysis. 

The GSW analysis confirms there is no evidence of a hoax with the negatives, 
ruling out miniaturization, double exposure, pasteups, or any of the normally employed 
hoaxing techniques. 

The main problem we have with the analysis is when GSW begins speculation 
that the body is of a Rhesus Monkey or an Orangutan. 

Mr. Spaulding indicated to Charles Wilhelm that GSW is involved in investigating 
five or six other incidents involving crashes containing monkeys and dating back to 1945 
or 1946, and that is why he additionally believes these photos are of a monkey or an 
Orangutan. 

We don't honestly know why Mr. Spaulding is attempting to manipulate this case 
toward an explanation of a monkey. We would also only be speculating to advance the 
hypothesis that: 

[1] Mr. Spaulding may be part of the MUFON-Stringfield plot to discredit these 
photos because they take the wind out of the sails of Stringfield's photos of 
"The creature from under the Empire State Building and the creature from the 
Chicago Sewer" which MUFON planned to hype at the 1981 convention, already 
having set the stage at the 1 980 MUFON Convention. 

[2] Mr. Spaulding may be trying to mold the evidence to fit his own personal 
theory advanced on national television that UFOs are not extraterrestrial and 
originate from mundane sources on Earth. 

[3] Mr. Spaulding may honestly believe the pictures are of a monkey. 

We are inclined to believe that #2 is the case since Mr. Spaulding has never 
shown any inclination to engage in the kind of lying, character assassination and outright 
deceit that has accompanied the response to the public release of these photos. 

If we are to believe that the photos were taken in 1948 as stated by the source 
and confirmed by GSW are actually the corpse of a monkey in rocket debris, then the only 
rocket the United States possessed was the captured German V2 which was brought in 
numbers to White Sands, New Mexico. 






To find out more about the V2, we went to the National Air and Space Museum 
of the Smithsonian Institution in Washington D.C. and talked to Dr. Gregory Kennedy, 
who is described by his colleagues as the most knowledgeable person on the subject of 
V2s in America today. A talk with Dr. Kennedy convinced us of the accuracy of this and 
he documented his statements with the report of U.S. Army Project Hermes, which was 
started in 1944 to study the V2 and continued with the testing of the captured V2s brought 
to the United States. 

According to Dr. Kennedy the Project Hermes report, only 4 V2 launches were ever made 
containing monkeys in experiments to study the effects of launching primates. The first 
was V2 #37 launched on June 11, 1 948 in which the Rhesus Monkey died before launch. 

The next primate launch on June 14, 1949 and the next two following it resulted in the 
V2s exploding in flight so that no monkey was ever recovered alive. 

All of the V2 primate experiments only utilized Rhesus Monkeys which attain a 

maximum length of about two feet-far smaller than the 34.6 inch [ 863mm] head to 

buttock dimensions of the pictured creature as measured by Ground Saucer Watch. 

The fact that a maximum of four V2 primate launches were made would also 
appear to shoot holes in Mr. Spaulding's investigation of five or six crashes of V2s carry¬ 
ing monkeys, some of which would have occurred two to three years before the first actual 
V2 primate launch. 

We find we have a problem accepting point #5 of the GSW analysis stating a 
commonality of measurement between the pictured creature and a laboratory monkey 
[or Rhesus Monkey] when point #7 states a head to buttocks measurement of 863mm 
[34.6 inches] considerably longer than the maximum total length attained by a Rhesus 
Monkey. There is also no evidence of a tail in the photo. 

While the measurements of the pictured creature could match those of an 
Orangutan, which reached a length of about four and a half feet, no Orangutans were 
ever launched in V2s according to Dr. Kennedy. After examining the instrument capsule 
which replaced the warhead on the front of the V2, we can understand why Orangutans 
were not launched. The capsule, which is cone shaped, is 30 inches ;n diameter at the 
base and tapers to a point 78 inches above. It would be quite a feat to cram a live Orangu¬ 
tan - four and a half feet long with a seven and a half foot arm span into this tiny space 
along with breathing apparatus and any sort of seat or protective enclosure. There would 
certainly not be any room for any sort of instrumentation or recovery devices if the cone 
were filled with wall to wall monkey. 

There are other factors that contradict the theory that a V2 rocketicrash is 
pictured in the photos. The V2 had a theoretical maximum range of 200 to 225 miles. Dr. 
Wernher Von Braun, writing in the "History of Rocketry and Space Travel" [Thomas Y 
Crowell Company 1969] stated that a maximum range of any V2 fired in the United States 
was 111.1 miles. Dr. Kennedy indicated the maximum range attained in the United States 
was actually only 68 miles. In any event, any and all of the above figures fall far short 
of the almost 1,000 miles from the White Sands Launch site to the crash site in Mexico 
where the debris and the body were photographed. 

Arguments have been advanced that the U.S. did have V2s go astray and land 
in Mexico. "That is true", said Dr. Kennedy, "and in fact in 1948, but the wayward V2 
hit Juarez, Mexico a mere 68 miles due south of White Sands." 





RESEARCH WORK DONE ON THE NEGATIVES 


About August 10th 1980 Williard McIntyre submitted by certified mail the two 
original negatives to the Ground Saucer Watch [ 13238 N. 7th Drive Phoenix Arizona 
85029] for their evaluation by computer enhancement photographic research. Their 
findings are re-produced here: 

LAREDO TEXAS INCIDENT JULY 7th, 1948 

COMPUTER ENHANCEMENT PHOTOGRAPHIC EVALUATION (critique) 

COPYRIGHT 1980 GSW 

Two original b&w negatives were submitted to GSW for computer photographic 
analysis. The negatives, although extremely age-dated, contain photographic images 
of a severely burned humanoid-like creature/ animal lying on the ground and what 
appears to be wreakage, consisting of twisted metal. 

Although GSW's computerized enhancement techniques works well on photographs 
of purported UFOs, only some sparse data can be gleaned from photographic images, 
relatively close to the camera, of the conventional variety. When analyzing photos of 
UFOs, such items as verification of the time of day based on image shadows is obtainable, 
details of lumen dispersion, information on surface reflectivity and the approximation 
of distance-to-camera based on the efforts of the atmosphere to groupings of pixels 
[picture cells]. 

All major modes of computerized enhancement were utilized, with the exception 
of color contouring, including high resolution averaging to gain further information. 

The following was obtained after a careful review of the negatives: 

1. The negatives have been non-destructively age-dated using a powerful 
microscope and empirically comparing these negatives and photographic medium 
existing close to 30 years ago. 

2. The larger of the two negatives has an extremely shallow depth of field and 
portions of the top of the photo are out-of-focus. 

3. There is evidence of the 'creature 1 being severely burned and mutilated as 
a result of an obvious accident. 

4. The disfiguration of the body and signs of rigor mortis are indicative of the 
time after death that the photographs were taken. The time is calculated at 
twelve hours. 

5. Measurement of the head and jaw bone area on the face, the arm/leg lengths 
and a careful study of the exterimities, i.e., hands and feet, and then compared 
to forensic pathology records, revealed a commonality between these measure¬ 
ments and that of a laboratory monkey. 

6. A close computer scrutiny of the wreackage materials in the smaller negative 
revealed common 'terrestrial' geometric shapes and signs of manufacture. 

7. The size of the 'creature' is 863mm measured from head to buttocks. 

8. There is evidence of a horny sheath covering the toe portion of the primate. 
The nail, which is covered by hair, is very similar to that of a monkey. 

9. In the smaller negative there is photographic evidence of burning of the skull 
of the primate. The blistering is indicative of a short duration, high temperature 
flash burn. There is also evidence of the torso being disintergrated due to crush¬ 
ing/ripping during the fall. 

10. There is no evidence of a hoax or deliberate manipulation of the film. 
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CONCLUSIONS AND SPECULATION BY CSW ON THEIR ANALYSIS: 


It is the consensus of the GSW photographic review staff that the photographs 
in question represent a misinterpretation of a normal laboratory monkey (either a 
rhesus or orangutan) that has been badly burned and partially dismembered. If the 
narrative portion of this purported UFO incident is accurate, there are grave im¬ 
plications to the origin of this crash /accident. If the incident actually did occur as re¬ 
ported, which is a reasonable assumption, then it indicates that the U.S. Government 
was illegally testing rockets in cross-state firings, i.e., rocket launching in New 
Mexico (White Sands) and cross-launching into Texas over populous areas. 

It is known that the U.S. Government was firing rockets and monkeys (pre¬ 
space development) into space for experimentation purposes. We know that the govern¬ 
ment/military has had numerous failures, especially in the early days of rocket develop¬ 
ment (after WWII) 

The questions now arise about all of the purported crashed saucer incidents. 

Why, after all these years are "crashed saucer" photographs surfacing? 

Why would any trained anthropologist even remotely consider pictures of this 
calibre to be connected with an alien creature? Are these photographs, and similar ones, 
being disseminated for mis-information purposes? 

If the answers to the above questions are based on a plot to filter misinformation 
to the body politic and ufo researchers to cover the onvious sinister motives of govern¬ 
ment wrong-doings, then all of the valid crashed saucer cases make logical sense. The 
reasons for the security was the location of the crashes, i.e., off of military bases or 
testing areas, as opposed to the actuality of the incident. 

It is of little concern that some monkeys were killed as hundreds of test animals 
are killed every day for reasons ranging from warfare development to medical research. 
What is important is the fact the U.S. Government was firing rockets over populous 
areas and luckily they never killed or injured a high quantity of that same popul&S&i 

GSW has copied the negatives onto our computer discs and will contact additional 
zoologists and quantify our measurements for absolute identification of the creature. 
However, at this time there is not one data point to even suggest that an alien creature 
was attributable to the imagery on the analyzed negatives.

Cincinnati man stands behind 1948 photos 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Charles 
Wilhelm, who has devoted most of his 
free time during the last 20 years to 
studying unidentified flying objects, 
said Tuesday that he has proof aliens 
have visited Earth. 

Wilhelm released two previously un¬ 
published pictures which he said show 
the remains of an alien spaceman who 
crashed in Mexico, about 30 miles south 
of Laredo, Texas, in July 1948. 

He said the pictures were taken by a 
Navy photographer who was assigned 
to document the crash. 

“I am more of a skeptic than I am 
believer. We feel these photographs are 
authentic,” Wilhelm said. The pictures 
show what appears to be a charred 
human like form with a head propor¬ 
tionately larger than the rest of the 
body. 

Wilhelm said the photographer 
refused to reveal his name because the 
pictures could be traced. “The man is 
still in the military, and he’s waiting to 
see how much harassment he gets,’ 1 
Wilhelm said. 

Wilhelm also released what he said 
was a censored memo written by the 
photographer. “I do feel that it is my 
duty to warn you that once you begin 
the dissemination of the photos, you 
may find yourself the subject of 
harassment and even abuse, perhaps 
by an agency of the government that 
you never even suspected existed,” it 
said. 

“I had to cut up one negative because 
there are recognizable persons still 
alive gathered around the body that I 
had to censure out.” 

Wilhelm said that by using the 
Freedom of Information Act to gather 
material, members of the Coalition of 
Concerned Ufologists of America have 
documented a government coverup of 
alien visits. 

“There are a lot of documents I FBIn 
CIA, Army, Air Force, Navy. Anybody 


can get them. You just have to know 
what you’re looking for,” he said. 

“We’ve compiled 15,000 pages to 
prove that Uncle Sam is still engaged in 
UFO research, even though they say 
they shut down their UFO operation in 
1969. 

“There have been numerous crashes 
over the years. Some spacecraft that 
landed because of malfunctions have 
been retrieved fully intact.” 

“The government denies that they 
have alien bodies in their possession, 
but we have testimony from former 
military personnel who saw them. 
We’ve talked to a couple of pathologists 
who did autopsies on the bodies.” 

Wilhelm, 37, a machinist who lives in 
Fairfield, said he saw his first UFO in 


Louisville, Ky., when he was six years 
old. 

“I’ve had quite a few, but nothing 
really spectacular,” he said. “Of all the 
sightings I’ve had, the closest one was 
200 feet away.” 

Wilhelm said that occurred in Fair- 
field in 1974. He and his wife, Geri, ob¬ 
served a cigarshaped, 200-foot-long 
alien craft for three to five minutes 
before it flew away, he said. 

Wilhelm said he’s never seen an 
alien, but believes there has been com¬ 
munication between aliens and people 
on Earth. He thinks the alien encounter 
portrayed in the movie “Close En¬ 
counters of the Third Kind” was 
unrealistic and only “impressive from 
a Hollywood standpoint.”

Two photographs — taken in Mexico over 30 years ago — hal/ n 
caused quite a stir in the Ufological Community. 

The photographs, released for the first time this week by a Cin¬ 
cinnati man,shows the remains of an alien spaceman who crashed 
in Mexico, about 30 miles south of Laredo, Texas, in July 1948. The 
photos were reportedly taken by a Navy photographer assigned to 
document the crash. 

Now, Dennis Pihchis of the UFO Information Network in Rome, 
Ohio, will be bringing the photos and presentation to the Saturday, 
Sept. 13 meeting of the Tri-County UFO Study Group. 

The meeting will begin at 7:30 p.m. at the Lakeside Pines 
Restaurant in North Benton (on alternate Route 14 north of Se- 
bring). The meeting is open to the public. 

Pilichis’ organization belongs to the Coalition of Concerned 
Ufologists of America. It is one of the coalition member.groups that 
have affidavits on file related to the 1948 crash case. 

The steering committee of the coalition consists of Pilichis, 
Charles J. Wilhelm of the Ohio UFO Investigators League in Fair- 
field, Ohio, and Williard McIntyre of the Mutual Anomaly Research 
Center and Evaluation Network located in Washington D.C. 

Pilichis said the story as documented so far relate that an object 
was tracked on radar moving across the Southwest at high speeds 
— higher than any known aircraft of the day — on July 7,1948. The 


object ran into trouble and crashed to the surface in Mexico. 

Military personnel and a professional photographer documented 
the scene, but the photos were concealed for more than 30 years un¬ 
til the photographer felt compelled to leak them to the Ufological 
Community. 

Pilichis said that tests done on the original negatives have shown 
them to have been processed at least 30 years ago, and more comd 
puter enhancement tests are now being conducted to further con¬ 
firm the validity of the negatives. They have already survived 
minute examination by microdensitometer techniques. 

One of the personal projects of Pilichis and his group has been to 
research and document similar incidents through the Freedom of 
Information Act, and now has on file in Rome over 10,000 pages of 

documents from various governmental departments relating to the 
UFO phenomena. 

One document that-will also be on display at the UFO meeting, 
along with the two photos, relates another possible overflight and 
crash of a mysterious object in 1949. 

In a special memo dated January 31, 1949, to the Chief of Staff 
USAF Director of Special Investigations, an overflight of an object 
in New Mexico was seen by at least 30 different people. The object 
was seen and reported from El Paso, Albupquerque, Alamogordo. 
Rosowell, Socorro, and other locations. All reports appeared to be 
of the same object at different points in its trajectory 

Pilichis — along with Wilhelm and James Rastetter of the Tri- 
County UFO Study Group in Sebring — have formed the state-wide 
network known as the UFO Ohio Research Cc- Operative. This pro¬ 
ject is dedicated to organization, documentation and distribution of 
reliable UFO and related data to members through the UFO Ohio 
Newsletter Journal. This publication goes out to people in the 
United States and 16 other countries.

The shutter speed in both cases was 1-30th 
of a second.

The source also overheard a conversation be a metallurgist who was brought 
to the site on July 8th saying that the metal seemed to have a honeycomb crystalline 
structure unlike anything known on earth and he believed that the metal was an 
alloy containing silicon which could also account for some of the phenomenal hardness. 

At 1830 hours on July 8th 1948, they packed up all of their equipment and 
their more then 500 exposed negatives and were picked up by a C-47 along with 
Commander Smith and flown to Alamogordo,New Mexico. When they got back to White 
Sands, they were taken off all other duties for three weeks and spent all of their time 
developing negatives and making prints. No one else was allowed near their darkroom 
while they were working there. In fact. Marine guards were posted around the dark¬ 
room area to ensure security. As soon as a complete set of 8 by 10s of all negatives 
were made. Commander Smith left for Washington and the source never saw him again. 

In fact, some of the guys began talking about Commander Smith and decided that he 
probably was not even a Naval Officer since they never saw him in uniform and his 
speech was decidedly non-Naval. Various other intelligence officers visited them 
sporadically and they were cautioned about disclosing what they had seen or photograph¬ 
ed. 


A few years later when our source's transfer was obviously imminent, he re¬ 
moved 40 negatives from the file and made duplicate negatives which he put back into 
the files. He took the original negatives figuring the whole episode would be forever 
buried in bureaucratic bungling and secrecy unless one of those involved was able to 
reveal the secret someday in a credible way. 

In answer to a question about radiation, the source did not know if any measure¬ 
ments were made or not. They were asked to bring a scintillometer, which they did 
bring on the trip, but apparently it was damaged because it did not operate in a prop¬ 
er way. The source did not notice anyone else with radiation measuring equipment 
but he told us that a sizeable number of his negatives were badly fogged when he 
processed them. The source feels it could have been radiation, or it could have been 
the heat from the crash, but they did notice that all of the film that was loaded on the 
site inside of changing bags was fogged to some degree or other.
